Taking up the matter of providing 


•electric lights for the city, the coun- 
cil decided to leave the matter open 
for two weeks and ask for bids and 
propositions from all persons and 
companies who may wish to apply for 
a. franchise in the city, the proposi- 
tions to state, specifically what the 
applicants for franchise plan to in- 
stall in the way of plants and equip- 
ment and what will be the maximum 
rate charged users of electricity in 
the city. 


The question of the city establish- 


ing its own electric plant was thor- 
oughly discussed 
and the general 


opinion is that the city is at this time 
-financially unable to put in a plant of 
sufficient capacity to supply the ser- 
vice demanded by the users of elec- 
tric current in the city. 


The purpose in giving time for 


these propositions to be made is that 
the applicants for franchise may de- 
termine the cost of machinery and 
«quipment and installation and get a 
fair idea of the amount of current 
wMch will be used, as this will be .a 
factor in determining the rate to be 
charged for current. 


These propositions arc to be sub- 


mitted ta the council in time for con- 
sideration at a meeting to be held 
liext week Friday, night.

It is said that 
recently there were 300 boys, and girls from the high schools 
of Atlanta looking for work in the city and a number were 
looking for work in the country. They were willing to do farm 
work, sawmill work,-orchard work or work in the stores and 
shops of the city. 


These boys and girls, when they have completed their 


education, will know how to make their work count in a 
big way. 


Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of the State College of 


Agriculture, tells of a red-headed boy who graduated from 


the Atlanta high school a few 
years ago and is now making 
$5,000 on the farm. He went 
from the boys' high school to 
the State College of Agricul- 
ture and there spent four 
years in the study of scientific 
farming. 
After that he went 


on a farm and worked hard. 
In a few years he became,a 
very successful farmer and 
last year won a prize of $1,000 
for the best crop of cotton— 
quality and quantity consider- 
ed. His whole earnings were 
S5,000 net over and above all 
expenses. 


This was a city boy, 


raised in Atlanta, who made 
up his mind to learn all about

farming, first taking all that 


science could give him and then learning how to apply it on 
the farm. 


Meanwhile the country boys are, working and saving at 


a great rate. Many of them have made enough on corn or 
pigs to send them to the agricultural college. 


There is a bright future for scientific farming. The au- 


thorities tell us that as the cities grow the demand for food 
in proportion to the supply will continue to increase and the 
reward of the farmer will be greater and greater.

But tor sheer braiolen ob- 


stinacy in the face of opposition there 
It, the best authorities contend, no 
animal like the Himalayan bear. If 
he finds a thing in his way he will al- 
ways posh It Hide if he can, even 
though It would be easier to go around 
the obstacle. 


The wily natives of India have ob- 


served that trait In his character and 
from it have contrived a trap to 
catch him. They select a tree with a 
suitable horizontal bough. At a point 
on the bough about ten or twelve feet 
from the fork they fasten a bait like- 
ly to attract the bear—honey, for ex- 
ample, or goat's flesh. Then from an- 
other bough above that one they sus- 
pend a heavy block of stone. 
The 


rope Is so fastened to the upper 
bough that the stone 'hangs 'between 
the bait and the fork of the trees. 


The bear scents the bait from a dis- 


tance, comes to the tree, sees the food 
on the bough and climbs up the tree. 
Reaching the bough, lie walks along it 
to get at the bait. But suddenly.he 
notices the obstacle in his way and 
pushes it aside with his paw. 
The 


stone swings out of the .way for a sec- 
ond ; then it swings back and hits the 
bear on the paw. With a growl of 
irritation the bear pushes it aside- 
more violently. The stone swings 
away again; then it returns with 
greater force and hits the bear on the 
chest. 


With a snarl of rage the bear gives 


the stone a tremendous thrust and 
sends it up into the air in a wide 
curve. Then down comes the stone in 
a similar curve and hits the bear a 
thumping whack on the ribs. 


Most animals would desist after 


that third blow; not so the bear. He 
is now in a perfectly mad rage, and a 
bear is a good boxer. He hits out 
with his paws, right and left and 
sends the stone hurtling forward in a 
still wider curve. Then, after a few 
seconds, the stone comes back and hits 
the bear a terrific "nppercut" on the

He went 
from the boys' high school to 
the State College of Agricul- 
ture and there spent four 
years in the study of scientific 
farming. After that he went 
on a farm and worked hard. 
In a few years he became,a 
very successful farmer and 
last year won a prize of $1,000 
for the best crop of cotton— 
quality and quantity consider- 
ed. His whole earnings were 
S5.000 net over and above all 
expenses. 


This was a city boy, 


raised in Atlanta, who made 
up his mind to learn all about 
farming, first taking all that 


science could give him and then learning how to apply it on 
the farm. 


Meanwhile the country boys are, working and saving at 


a great rate. Many oi' them have made enough on corn or 
pigs to send them to the agricultural college. 


There is a bright future for scientific farming. The au- 


thorities tell us that as the cities grow the demand for food 
in proportion to the supply will continue to increase and the 
reward of the farmer will be greater and greater. It will be 
particularly good for the scientific farmer who adds practical 
training to his equipment. 


• It is not only'on the farms that boys and girls work hard, 


but .thousands of them 'in the cities and towns are the owners 
of liberty bonds bought with their earnings. Some of them are 
going to college with the proceeds of these bonds and some 
are saving them to use as a nest egg for a business career. 


These youthful workers, having learned to save, should 


learn to make their money work for them. This may be done 
by putting it in a safe investment which will yield good 
interest. 


For the encouragement of such boys and girls the govern- 


ment provides an ideal investment in small amounts in the 
shape of savings stamps. 
One savings stamp bought every 


week will amount to 81,179.36 in five years. This is a good 
foundation for a college course or the nest egg for a busi- 
ness career. 


'The same process continued through the tenth year with 


interest on the previous saving would make a total exceeding 
$2,600. This would be a nice start in business or would more 
than pay for a college course.

Yellowstone Park Rangers With 


Roosevelt to a Man. 


Colonel's Characteristic Greeting of 


Dev»n.»nd-0uter, Whom He Had 


Known In Happier Days, U 


Still Remembered. 


Of the few out-of-season visits paid 


to the Yellowstone, that of Colonel 
Roosevelt, who, when president, spent 
2* days of the late winter of 1908 
there, has the mest prominent page in 
the annals of the Spread-Eagle rangers. 
He found the scouts, then serving as 
chaperons for luckless cavalry troop- 
ers and doing their own work besides, 
to be men after his own heart, and did 
not hesitate to say go. Before he had 
been in the park a week every ranger 
was swearing by him. 


"Anybody know the whereabouts of 


one William Jones?" was one of the 
colonel's early inquiries. 


Jim McBride, the preesnt chief 


ranger, who was then assistant chief 
of the pSrk scouts uniior the late Buf- 
falo Jones, knew a Bill Jones, wood 
chopper and ne'er-do-well, chiefly re- 
markable for an insatiable thirst and 
a knack of ministering to it in a bone- 
dry park. He was about the last man 
In the Rockies for whom a president of 
the United States would be expected 
to inquire. 


"Bill put me into office once," said 


Roosevelt. "I want to see him, drunk 
or sober." 


He further explained that the dere- 


lict had been sheriff during his o-.vn 
days as a ranchman and had made him 
a deputy in a horsethief posse. 


"It took three days to find that old 


homed toad and bring him in," said 
McBride, in recalling the incident, 
"but just to listen in at the colonel's 
hearty greeting of that down-and-out- 
er was pay in full. 


'"Well, Ted, you got a right swell 


job since I seen you last,' Jones re- 
marked when they had exchanged 
bow'd'ye-do's; 'buttthat needn't stand 
between friends—I got something on 
ray hip.' 


"Colonel Roosevelt didn't partake, 


but he did spend the best part of an 
hour swapping yarns of the days when 
Bill was a 'white man' and sheriff of 
his county. The woodchopper tried to 
buck up after his talk with the presi- 
dent, but it wasn't to be done. The 
next winter we found him dead in the 
brush over on Bear creek. 


"The colonel was enthusiastic over 


the sport of ski running, and was 
something of a performer on the slabs 
himself, for a novice. He strapped his 
feet into them as often as opportunity 
offered. One morning on a slide near 
the Canon hotel he broke one ski and 
came a heavy cropper. 
'"The government has fallen at 


last!' he cried with a molar showing 
grin, as I coasted down to help un- 
tangle a living president and a pair 
of dead sticks. 


"Be was looking at the wreck he 


had made of the hickory slabs when 
Capt. John Pitcher of the First cavr 
airy then in command of the park, ar- 
rived. 
" 'Have you plenty of these? Teddy 


•aid. 


"Only a few pairs, and they are 


the property of the interior j>«>part- 
mettt," replied the officer. 


"In less than three weeks there came 


a rush shipment of a hundred-pairs. 


"Next afternoon the president chal- 


lenged me to a race on snow shoes 
from Canyon to Jlammoth, a distance 
of thirty-one miles. Those With him 
decided that the trip would be an un- 
wi&e stram upon him, and began to 
argue against his attempting it. He 
got uie tip one side after a While and 
\\ hispered: 


" '\Ve'll let them talk, McBride. Just

The}'H be asleep then, and we'Jl hit 
the trail!'

Bird Study of Interest. 


A novel opportunity for studying the 


Influence of extremes of climate on 
birds is offered by the English spar- 
row. 
This bird was introduced into 


New York city soon after 1860, did 
not reach California until 1871 or 1872, 
but has recently been found by Dr. 
Joseph Grinnell of the University of 
California to have settled in the heart 
of Death %alley at Greenland ranch. 
Tills location is 178 feet below sea 
level, with a temperature at times ex- 
ceeding 130 degrees F, and great Jo- 
ness.

fected is a matter of much interest. 


HELGOLAND OF THE ADRIATIC 


Island of Cherso Has Become Point of 


Importance on the New Map 


of Europe. 


The Versailles conference set Amer- 


icans searching the gazetteers for 
Yap; the San Remo conference turns 
the spotlight to another obscure island 
—Cherso. 


"Practically unheard of on this side 


of the Atlantic, eluding most trav- 
elers, even escaping many of the seek' 
era after the little-known places of Eu- 
rope. Cherso neither Is inaccessible 
nor unattractive," says a bulletin from 
the National Geographic society. "It 
dangles like a pendant In the Gulf of 
Quarnero, low hung from the neck of 
Flume. It is the Long Island of that 
port, iti shore line rising 12 miles to 
ttie sonth of !>'Annunzio's. present 
stronghold. Its slender form extends 
to the southwest for 40 miles, though 
It never exceeds seven miles In width, 
and its area is somewhat more than 
twice that of the District of Columbia. 


"Holding in mind this location, near 


the head of the Adriatic, in view of 
the tentati^p plans to make-Flume a 
buffer state between Italy and Jugo- 
slavia, the strategic possibilities of 
Cherso become apparent. Indeed, one 
may picture it as a 'potential Helgo- 
land of the Adriatic. 


"Cherso lies off the shores of the 


northern part of Dalmatia and the 
Croatian littoral, a region formerly 
known as Morlacchia. The Morlacchia 
channel preserves this name, originat- 
ing with the Slavic invaders of Dal- 
matia, who 'called the Latinized peo 
pie they found there Ylachs, or Mav- 
ro-VIachs—black Vlachs.' 
Thus the 


Slavs of this region have come to be 
known, by a corruption of this title, 
as Mcrlachs. 


"In rural districts Morlacchian wom- 


en retain their historic costume, which 
includes a kerchief for the head, many 
strands of beads, a waist band from 
which hang amulets and various trin- 
kets, and, over a blue cloth gown, an 
apron of exquisite embroidered pat- 
tern. About her neck an unmarried 
girl wears a string of coins and rings 
which comprise her dowry. Formerly 
the men wore their hair in a plait, 
which their wives were expected to 
comb, adorn with ribbons and charms, 
and anoint with fats."

Watson's hill instead of Cole's hill, 
where some of the Pilgrims lie who 
died durini the first winter after their 
arrival at Pi/mouth. This latter place 
Is considered more appropriate than 
Cole's bill, as it was resorted by In- 
dians and they not only lived there, 
bat had feasts, as remains have shewn, 
•while skeletons of the original inhabi- 
tants have been found. 'Their name 
for the place WM Cantaugintiest. It 
was south of this kill the settlers first 
beard the Indians and on the crest 
of the bill they appeared to the peo- 
ple in the colony. It was there also 
they cane from when Masnsoit cam* 
•cross Town brook to make the famous 
treaty with the whites.

•fared for a site for the monument to

IN UNEQUAL FIGHT 


Himalayan Bear's Foolish Com- 


bat With Stone. 


Lik* Too Many Member* of the Hifc 


man Race, the Animal It a Vic- 


tim of Hli Unconquerable 


Obttintcy. 


Most wild animals, tt appears, are 


stupid as well as greed; and obsti- 
nate. 
But for sheer brainless ob- 


stinacy in the face of opposition there 
It, the beat authorities contend, no 
animal like the Himalayan bear. If 
he finds a thing in his way he will al- 
ways posh it Hide If he can, even 
though It would be easier to go around 
the obstacle. 


The wily natives of India have ob- 


served that trait In his character and 
from it have contrived a trap to 
catch him. They select a tree with a 
suitable horizontal bough. At a point 
on the bough about ten or twelve feet 
from the fork they fasten a bait like- 
ly to attract the bear—honey, for ex- 
ample, or goat's flesh. Then from an- 
other bough above that one they sus- 
pend a heavy block of stone. 
The 


rope Is so fastened to the upper 
bough that the stone 'hangs between 
the bait and the fork of the trees. 


The bear scents the bait from a dis- 


tance, comes to the tree, sees the food 
on the bough and climbs up the tree. 
Reaching the bough, lie walks along it 
to get at the bait. But suddenly.he 
notices the obstacle in his way and 
pushes it aside with his paw. 
The 


stone swings out of the .way for a sec- 
ond ; then it swings back and hits the 
bear on the paw. With a growl of 
irritation the bear pushes it aside, 
more violently. The stone swings 
away again; then it returns with 
greater force and hits the bear on the 
chest. 


With a snarl of rage the bear gives 


the stone a tremendous thrust and 
sends it up into the air in a wide 
curve. Then down comes the stone in 
a similar curve and hits the bear a 
thumping whack on the ribs. 


Most animals would desist after 


that third blow; not so the bear. He 
is now in a perfectly mad rage, and a 
bear is a good boxer. He hits ont 
with his paws, right and left and 
sends the stone hurtling forward in a 
still wider curve. Then, after a few 
seconds, the stone comes back and hits 
the bear a terrific "nppercut" on the 
jaw. 


But alas! the bear never went to 


school and learned the law of gravity. 
Every blow he hits the stone is re- 
turned tenfold. And as the stone has 
no brains to be knocked out, It is the 
bear that gets knocked out. 
. Then the wily natives hiding below 
rush In with a net and throw it quick- 
ly over him. And that Is how any 
"zoo" or menagerie gets its Hlm*- 
layan betr.

Nickels—which are really copper-' 


nickel, being a mixture of the two 
metals—n ere first coined in this coun- 
try to give encouragement to nickel 
mining, important deposits having been 
found in Pennsylvania. 


Since then many other uses for tht 


metal have been found. But at the 
present time 85 per cent of the world's 
supply of nickel is derived from the 
mines of the Sudbury district, in Can- 
ada, where the reserves of ore are 
enormous. Of the balance, France pro- 
duces the bulk, contributing 11 per 
tent. 


It has been suggested that Great 


Britain, practically controlling as she 
does the world's nickel, might switch 
from cheapened gold and make the 
white metal the basis of her currency, 
—Philadelphia Ledger.

Colonel's Characteristic Greeting of 


Down.»nd-Outer, Whom He H»d 


Known In Happier Day*, Is/ 


Still Remembered. 


Of the few out-of-season visits paid 


to the Yellowstone, that of Colonel 
Roosevelt, who, when president, spent 
24 days of the late winter of 1903 
there, has the most prominent page in 
the annals of the Spread-Eagle rangers. 
He found the scouts, then serving as 
chaperons for luckless cavalry troop- 
ers and doing their own work betides, 
to be men after his own heart, and did 
not hesitate to say so.
